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Zones,"  and  he  shall  make  a  platted  record 
of  each  of  such  zones  to  be  kept  on  file  in 
the  (»Hire  n\'  said  commissioner,  subject  to 
public  inspection.  In  describing  and  de- 
claring said  zones,  the  commissioner  shall 
specifically  stale  every  street  or  the  exact 
part  of  every  street  included  in  each  and 
every  distinctive  '.'Hospital  Zone." 

That  Ascribed  by 
whenever  the  Health  Commissioner  describes  missioned

For  each  and  every  horse  owned  and  used 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  not  used  for  drays, 
carts  or  wagons,  there  shall  be  a  charge  of 
|2  per  annum;  provided,  that  whenever  the 
Water  Board  shall  deem  proper  it  shall  have 
power  to  install  a  water  meter  in  any  stable 
or  other  place  in  which  any  horse  or  horses 
is,  or  are,  kept,  and  in  such  case  The  charge 
for  water  shall  be  ascertained  from  such 
meter  at  the  rate  hereinafter  prescribed  and 
shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  other  charge  for  water 
for  such  horse  or  horses.

For  all  churches,  missions,  Christian  as- 
sociations, temperance  unions,  deaconess' 
homes  and  other  religious  institutions  used 
as  such,  with  the  exception  of  schools,  acade- 
mies, colleges  or  universities,  the  rate 
charged  for  water  used  shall  be  thirty-nine 
cents  per  one  thousand  cubic  feet ;  provided,

Free  care  or  treatment  of  inmates  or 
patients  must  be  shown  to  be  absolutely 
without  charge  to  the  inmates  or  patients 
themselves,  their  guardians,  relatives  or 
friends,  or  to  their  employers,  or  to  the  State 
or  city.  In  determining  the  rate  to  be  paid 
under  this  ordinance  by  any  of  the  institu-

An  ordinance  authorizing  and  directing  the  Sewerage 
Commission  of  Baltimore  city,  in  constructing  sewer 
pipes  connecting  the  sewers  in  the  highways  with  the 
buildings  adjacent  thereto,  to  carry  said  connecting 
pipes  to  the  inside  of  the  walls  of  the  buildings  on 
adjacent  lots,  where  the  improvements  are  built  at 
or  near  to  the  building  line  of  the  lots,  and  forbid- 
ding the  owners  of  such  properties  from  interfering 
with  said  Sewerage  Commission  in  the  carrying  of 
such  pipes  to  the  inside  walls  of  their  buildings  and 
providing  a  penalty   for  so   doing. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  determined  by  the 
Sewerage  Commission  in  constructing  pipes 
connecting  the  sewers  in  the  bed  of  high- 
ways, with  the  adjacent  property,  to  carry 
said  connecting  pipes  to  the  building  lines; 
and 

Whereas,  In  all  cases  where  the  connec- 
tion is  made  from  the  front  or  side  and  the 
front  wall  or  side  wall  of  the  building  stands 
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on  the  building  line  it  would  be  a  great  sav«  Reasons, 
ing  to  the  property-owner  to  have  the  pipe 
carried  through  to  the  inside  of  his  wall  by 
the  Sewerage  Commission,  instead  of  having 
it  carried  to  the  outside  of  the  Avail,  because 
in  the  latter  even  the  property-owner  would 
have  to  dig  up  and  replace  the  pavement  of 
the  sidewalk  when  he  came  to  make  the  con- 
nection between  such  pipe  and  the  plumb- 
ing of  his  house;  whereas,  if  the  pipes  were 
carried  through  the  Avail  the  property-owner 
could  then  have  the  connection  made  with-

collect,  transmit  and  dispose  of  domestic  or 
house  sewerage,  and  shall  impart  to  the  said 
Commissioner  of  Health  the  metes  and 
bounds  of  said  portion  of  said  sewerage  sys- 
tem in  such  state  of  preparedness,  the  said 
Commissioner  of  Health  shall  notify,  in 
writing,  all  owners  of  property  within  such 
metes  and  bounds,  to  connect,  at  their  own 
cost  and  expense,  their  respective  house- 
drains,  at  their  respective  building  lines, 
with  said  sewerage  system,  and  to  clean  out 
and  fill  up  their  respective  privy  sinks,  wells, 
cesspools,  or  other  sewerage  or  drainage 
receptacles,  and  to  abandon  the  use  of  their 
existing  arrangements  of  every  sort  for  the 
disposal  of  sewerage  or  drainage,  within 
fifteen  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice ; 
provided,  however,  that  upon  application, 
within  said  fifteen  days,  by  any  such  owner,
